£0 watch the highrate of Vlury 1s a great preiu- 
diceand decay. 

For proofe, how muchthe high rate of Vlury 
decayes trade; weſcethat generally al Merchants 
when they haue gorten any great wealth, leaue 
trading and fallro Vſury, the gaine whereof is ſo 
eaſte, certain, and great : wheres in other Coun- 
tries, where Vlury 1s ata lower rate, and thereby 
lands deercr to purchaſe , they continue Mer- 
chants from gencrarion to generation to enrich 


themſelues and the State. 2; 
A 2 Ney- 
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Neytherare they rich trades-men onely that 
ojve ouer trading, but a number of beginners 
are vadone ordiſcouraged bythe highrate of V- 
ſurie', their induſtry ſeruing but to inrich others, 
and beggerthemſelues. 

Wealſoſee many trades themſelues much de- 
cayed,becauſe they wilinotafftord ſo greata giine 
asten inthe 100, whereas if the rate of Vſuric 
were not higher heere then in other Countrics, 


they had ſtill ſubſiſted and Alouriſhed', and per- 


haps with as much aduantagetorthe publique, as 


thoſe that doe bring more to the priuate aduen- 
ruUrers., : | Bs 
Yetare not thoſe the greateſt hinderancesthe 


high rate of money brings to trade z our greateſt 


diſaduantage is, that other Nations,cſpecially our 
induſtrious neighbours the Dutch, are therein wi- 
{er then we : for with them,andfo in moſt Coun- 
tries with whom we hold commerce. there is not 
any vſe for money tolerated,aboue the rate of i1xe 
inthe hundred : Whereby it muſt of neccfhttie 


come to paſle, though they have no other aduan- 


tages of induſtry and frupality that they muſt 
ovt-trade vs; for if they-make returne of tenne per 


centurn, they almoſt double the Vie allowed, and 


10 make a very gainfull trade. But with vs, where 


ten inthe hundred 1s ſo currant, itis otherwiſe ;; 
for if we make not aboue ten; weare loſers, and 


conſequently the ſame trade beeing with them 
and ys equally good for the publique, 1s to tac

private aduenturers lofl-full with vs, withthemn 
very gainfull. 

And wherethe goodof the publique and pri- 
uate mens goe not together, the publique is ſel- 
domegreatly aduanced. And as they our-trade. 
ſothcy may afford to yndcr-ſcll vs in the fruits of 
thecarth , which are equally naturall to our and 
their Lands, as to our great ſhame wee ſee our 
neighbours the Datch doe, euen in our owne 
Countrey : for in moſt commodities the earth 
brings forth, the ſtocke imployed in planting and 
manoging of them ,.. makes a great (inmany the 
oreateſt ) part of their price ; and conſequently, 
their ſtocke with them beeing rated at 13xc inthe 
hundred,they may with great gainevnder-{o!] ys, 
our ſtocke with vs being rated at ten. 

Andas they way out-trade vs and ynder-ſel ys, 
ſoarcall contributions to the Warre , workes of 
Pictie, andeloty of the State , cheaperto them 
thento vs : for the Vie for money going withvs 
neere double the rate it doth in other Countries, 
the giuing theſame ſum muſt needs be double the 
charge to vs, itis torhem. Amongſt other things 

vhich-rhe King with fo much wiſdome deltuered 
totheHouſeof Parliament,he committed to their 
conſideration the ballancing of Trade and Com- 
merce,wherein there 1s nothing of greater conſe» 
quence, thenthe rate of Viury, whichholdsno 
- proportionwith vs and other Nations,to our dif- 

xduantage,as by experience we {ceand feele.

Neytheris the high rate of vſurie leſſe hurtful! 
to Commerce within the land, the gaine by Vu- 
riebeing o caſte, certaine, and extreame great, as 
they are not onely Marchants and Tradeſ-men, 
but Landed-men, Farmers,and men of profeſſion 
that grow lazie intheir profeſſions , and become 
Vlurers ; for the rate of Viury is the meaſure by 
winch all meatrade, purchaſe, build, plant,or any 
other waics bargaine. 

It hath beene the wiſedomeand care of former 
Parliaments to prouide for the preferuation of 
Woodand Timber ; for which there is nothing 
more auaileable then the calling downe of the 
high rate of Vſury ; for as the rate of mony now 
20eth,, no man canlet his timber ſtand, nor his 
wood grow to ſuch yeeres growth as is beſt for 
the Common-wealth, but it will be very loſt-tull 
to him : The ſtocke of the woods after they are 
worth forty or fifty ſhillings the Acre, growing 
faſter atten in the hundred then the RE. them- 
feluesdo. And for ſhippinz,whichis the ſtrength 
and ſafety of thisland , I haue heard divers Mar- 
chants of good credit ſay.that ifthey would build 
a ſhippe, and let it to any other to imploy , they 
cannot make of their money that way , counting 
all charges, teare and weare , abouctenorrwelue 
inthe hundred, which can beeno gaintfulltrade 
without hazard, money it ſ{clte going at ten inthe 
hundred.Butinthe Low Countries. where mony 
gocthat f1xe, the building of ſhips, and DEE 
them 


them to others 1s a gainefull Trade, and ſo the 
ſtocke of rich men and the induſtry of beginners, 
are wellioyned for the publike. 

And yet that which is aboue all the reſt, the 
ercateſt {inne againſt the. Land is, that it makes 
the Land it ſelfe of ſmall value, necrer the rate of 
new-found Lands, than of any other Countrie, 
where Lawes,gouernement, and peace, have ſo 
long flouriſhed, For the high rare of Vfury makes 
Land ſell focheape ; and rhe cheape ſale of Land 
is the caufe men ſeeke no more by induſtry and 
colt ro improue them : and this is plaine both by 
example,and demonſtration ; for we {cen other 
Countries, where the vie of money ts of a low 
rate, Lands are generally fold for 30, 40. in ſome 
for 50, yeeres purchaſe : And we know by the 
ruleof bargaining, that if the rate of vie werenot 
orcater here,then in other Countrics; Lands were 
then as good a penniworth, at twenty yeeres pur- 
chaſe,a®they are now at ſtxcteene: For Lands be- 
ing the beſt aſfuranceand ſecureſt inheritance,will 
{till beare a rate aboue money : Now if Lanas 
were atthirty yeeres purchaſe, or neere it, there 
were no [o cheape purchaſeas the amendment of 
our owne Lands, for it would be much cheaper 
to make one aker of Land, now worth fiue ſhil- 
lings by the yecre,to be worth ren ſhillings,or be- 
ing worth tento be worth twenty ſhillings : and 
ſo in proportion, then ro purchaſe an other acre 
worth five orten ſhillings. And in every acrethus 
purchas 
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purchaſedto the owner, by the amendment of his 
owne, there were another purchaſed to the com- 
monwealth. Anditis the bleſſing of God to this 
Land, that there are tew places of it to which he 
hathnot giuen meanes by reafonable coſt and in- 
duſtry, greatly to amend it, in many to double 
tac value,ſo asintime, if tor their owne good, 
mens induſtry were compclled that way, the 
riches and commodiries of this Land wouldneere 
be doubled : Then would all the wet lands in this 
Kingdome foone be drained, the barren lands 
mended by marle, ſleech, lime, chalke, ſca-ſand, 
and other meanes, which for their profit mens 
induſtry would finde out. We ſee with how great 
induſtry and charge our neighbours, the Dutch, 
doe draine and maintaine their Lands- againſt the 
lea which floweth hipher avoue them, then it 
dothaboue the loweſt parts of our drowndlands. 
I'wiladmita great dealeto their induſtry, but I 
ſhould very vnwillingly grant , that they are fo 
much more ingenuous and induſtrious then we, 
as that all the oddes weretherein : Certainely,the 
maine-caule of it 1s, that with vs money is deere, 
and Iandcheape; withthem lands deere,and mo- 
ney cheape,; and conſequently the improuement 
of theirlands at fo great a charge with them, 1s 
?aincfullto the owners, which with vs would be 
loſl-full; for vſury going at ten inthe hundred, if 
a man borrow five pounds, and beſtow it on an 
acre of ground, the amendment ſtands him inten

ſhillings the yeere ; and being amended,theland 
is not worth aboue fifteenc yeeres purchaſe : But 
it the vie of money went at no more thenat othet 
places, then fiue pound beſtowed vpon an acre of 
ground, would ſtand a man but in fiue or fixe ſhil- 
lingsa yeere, and the acre of land fo amended, 
would be worth, as hath beene ſhewed, ſixe and 
twenty or thirty yeeres purchaſe, Whereby itap- 
peareththatas the rate of Vienow gocth,no man 
(bur where the Land lieth extraordinarily happi- 
ly forit) can amend his land, but to his owne 
loſſe, whereas ifmoney were let as it is in other 
Countries, he might beſtow morethen double fo 
much as now he may, and yet bea great gainer 
thereby; and conſequently,as was before remem- 
bred, ſhould to his owne benefit purchaſe land ts 
the common-wealth. 

Neither would ſuch purchaſe of land to the 
commonwealth, berhe benefitto the landed men 
onely,the benefit would beas much tothe poore 
labourers of the land ; For now when corne and 
other fruits oftheland which grow by labour,are 
cheape, the plowe and mattocke are caſt into the 
hedze, thereis little worke for poore men at that, 
at alowe rate, whereas if the mendment of their 


owne lands were the cheapeſt purchaſe to the ' 


owner, if there were many more people then 
p " 
thereare, they ſhould readily {et a worke, at bet- 


terrates thenthey now are, and none that had 
their

their health and lines could be poore, but by their 
extreameſlt lazineſle, 

Andas the high rate of Vſury doth imbaſe 
Land, ſo it isas great a hindrance to dilcoueries, 
plantations,and all 909d vnder-takings, making it 
neere double as chargeable to the Aduenturers, 
(monic beingattenintie hundred)as itis in other 
Countries, where the Vie of money 1s fo much 
lower. 

Now let vs ſee by the contrary,and conceiueif 
Vſury were tolerated at fiftecne or twenty in the 
hundred(andI tearemany borrowers, all things 
an{wered,pay aboue ten) what the condition of 
things would then be,andit it appeare how deſpe- 
ratethe hurt woutdbe which that would bring,it 
may (at leaſt ypon good reaſon) perſwade vs how 


great the good would be of calling it downe.Cer-- 


raincly, it muſt of neceſſity come to paile, thar all 
Trades would in a thort time decay ; For few or 


none(and reckon the hazardat nothing, yeelde ſo 


oreat a gaine,as twenty inthe hundred)8all other 


Nations might with ſo great gaine out-trade and. 
vnder-ſel vs.that more then the carth would of her 


ſelfebring forth, we ſhould icarſe raiſe any thing 


from it, euen for our owne vie within the Land, 


and Land would be ſo much imbaſed, as men 
might affoord, without loſſero themſclues,to car- 


ry the compoſt out oftheircloſes,vpon their next. 


adioyning lands to mend them : 1o far ſhould we 
befrom marling,liming,draining,planting,& any 
oth 


Ww. 
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other workcs ofcoſt or induſtry,by which, Lands 
are purchaſcdto the Common-weekh, So farre 
from Building, making of Hauens, Diſcoueries, 
new Plantations, or any other ations of vertue 
and glory tothe State ; for priuate gaine 15 the 
compaſſe mcn oenerally ſaile by : And fince we 
cannot without extraordinary diligence Plant, 
Build,Draine,or any other way amend ourLands 
but it will be deererto vs, then to purchaſe of 0- 
thers,money being at ten in the hundredzif mony 
then {hould poe at twenty inthe 100. the charge 
of mending our La nd would be doubled,and the. 
Landabaſcdto ſeuen or eight yeeres purchaſe;and ] 
conſequently al workes of induſtry and charge, 
for improuing of Lands would be quitenegleRed 
_ andgtuenoucr : weſhould onely cate vpon one 
another with Vſury, haueour commodities from 
other Nations, tet the Landgrow barren and vn- i 
manurcd, andthe whole State in ſhort time,come 
to beggery. 1; 
Apainft this(perhaps)may be obie&ed,that be- 14 14

Cav.acd. how did we then? Tothis, may be an- "2-4 
ſwered.that inthoſe times there was a ſtricter bid 1% 
inthat point ypon mens colciences; So far forthas 08.

perſons,they could make no wils,nor wereallow- j 
ed Chriftian buriall. Therefore let vs for our fore- «4

the Statute often in the hundred is now , I feare 
fornication is too frequent among vs, yct thankes, 
be to God not ſo much vied as where there 1s al- 
towance of Curtizansand Stewes, 

The obiections likely to be made againſt the 
calling downe of money, are firſt, that gencrall 
obietion of ignorance againſt all changes, be 
they neuer ſo neceſſary and apparamtly good, 
that it hath bin ſo a long time, and bin well 


enovgh , what will become of the alteration, 


we cannot tell, why then ſhould we make any 
change? 

Secondly, that as in bodies naturall, ſo in poli- 
ticke, great and ſuddaine changesare moſt com- 
monly dangerous. 

Thirdly, that money will be ſuddenly called 
in, and foall borrowers greatly preindiced. 

Fourthly, that money will be harder to come 
by, and thereby commerce greatly hindred. 


Laſtly, that much money of forrciners, by rea- : 


ſon of the highrate of Vſury,is brought ouer here 
to be managed at intereſt, which would be car- 
ried away againe, if the rate of Yſury ſhould be 
called downe. 


To the firſt, that money hath long gone at tcn, | 


and things bin well enough. 

Itis anſwere,that it is not long that the practiſe 
of Vſury hath beene ſo generally vied , without 
any ſence or ſcruple of the vnlawfulneſſe of it : for 
mens conſciences were hardened to it,with Foun: 
ple 
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pleand cuſtome, by degrees, and not vponthe. 


ſuddaine. And as the beginning of many dange- 
rous diſeaſes in healthfull bodies,ſo the beginning 
of manyinconucniences ina State,are nor preſent- 
ly felt. VVithvs, after that with long ciulll warres 
the Land was halfe vapeopled, fo as till of late 
yeeres,Ilt came not to his tull ſtocke of people a- 
eaine, there being the ſame quantity of Land to 
halfe the numer of people, the ſurpluſage of our 
in-l:nd commodities muſtneedes be ſo 91 ear, that: 
thoiign trade were not equally ballanced with Vs 
and orher Nations, we could not but grow rich : 
Beſide, France & the Low-Conntries were for ma- 
ny yeeres halte laid waſtc with warres, and ſo did 
trade but little, nor mannage their owne Landsto 
their beſt aduantage,whereby they did not onely 
not take the trade and market from vs, which now 
they doe, but they themſclucs were fed andcloa- 
thed by vs,and tooke our commodirics from vs at 
oreat high rates : Whereas now we {ce the Dytch 
doe euery where out-trade vs, & the French teede 
vs with their corne, even in plentitull yceres ; So 
as now our Land bcine full ſtocked with people, 


our n*1ghbours induſtrious and {ubtill intiade, if 


wedoe not moreequally ballancetradeand bring 
to paſſe, that we may afford the fruits of our land 


as cheape as other Countrics affoord the ſame of 


the ſame kinde; we muſt (though we leaueanum- 


ber of our ſuperfluities) as (God forbid but we 


ſhould) in a ſhort time grow poore and beggerly. 
Ang

Andin this condition tennein the hundred in a 
lictle moretime will as well ferue co doett, as if 
mony wereat twenty : For(as was before remem- 
bred) in moſt of the commoditics the earth brin- 
peth forth, the ſtocke imploycd in planting and 
managing of them , makes a great part of their 
price, and conſequently they make with great 
gaine tothemſclues, vnder-ſell vs, our ſtocke with 
vs going atdoublethe rate that theirs goes with 
them. 

And this wee ſee and feele too weil by ex- 
perience at this preſent ; for hauing a great ſur- 
pliſage of corne, we can finde no vent for it, the 
French with their owne, the Dutch with the 
corne of Poland, euery where ſupplying the mar. 
kets at cheaper rates then wee can afford it : and 
euen our Cloathes which haue hitherto beene 
the golden Mine in Enzland, I have heard many 
Marchants ſay, that ( exccpt it bee in ſome few of 
the fineſt ſort of them , which is a riches peculiar 
co this Nation ) other Countries beginto make 
them oftheir owne woolh and by aftording them 
cheaper then wee may, ſo to take our markets 
from vs. 

AndthisI hope may in part ſerue {or anſwere 
tothenext obiection ; tharall grcart and ſudden 
changes are commonly dangerous, for thatrule 
holds true, where the body naturall or politicke is 
in perfect ſtate of health, but where there is a de- 
clining 
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(1 ; 
clining (asIThaue ſome cauſe to feare there is or 
may ſoone be with vs ) there to make noalterati- 
on 154 Certaine way to ruine. 

Tothe third : Thar money will bce ſuddenly 
calcd in, and fo all borrowers greatly pretudi- 
ced , torthat there may bcea clauſe inthe end of 
the Statute whenſoeucr it ſhall be made : Thatit 
{hallbe lawfull forallthat hauelent money at ten 
inthe hundred, which is now forborne, and ow- 
ing. to take for ſuch money lo lent and owing, 
during two yeere after this Seſſion of Parlia- 
ment , ſuch Vſe as they might hauedone if this 
Age had notbeene made : Whereby their bor- 
rowers ſhal be inlefſe danger of ſuddencalling in 
of their money then now rhey are zifor wherethe 
lenders vponcontinuance of their olde ſecuritie, 


may taketen inthe hundred , vpon new ſecuritic 


taey muſt be content with lefle, ſothe calling in 
oftheir money will be to their owne preiudice. 
Andifthere bee any borrower tro whom this 
oiveth not ſufficient ſatisfaction, if ſuch borrow- 
er hauc Lands of value repay his debt. , the worſt 
condition hee c2n feare , is-to haue ar the leaſt 
twenty yCeres purchaſe for his land, wheres 
with to clecre his debts ;for as I {ayd before,land 
being the beſt {cecurinie, and ſecarcſt inheritance, 
will ſtill beare Carate aboue mony. And ſo there 
being no Vie allowed for money mo the rate 
tolerated in other Conntrics, Land will as readily 


ſell.

ſell at twenty yeeres purchaſe, as it doth nojy at 
twelue. And I thinke there is no borrower that 
hath Land of valew to pay his debts , doth doubt 
ifhe willnow ſell his Land at ten yeers purchaſe, 
le might ſoone be out of debt. 
Torhe fourth Obiection, that money will dce 
hard to be borrowed, and ſo commerce hindred : 
[ anſwer, that it were true, if the high rate of Vſu- 
rie did increaſe money within this Land ; but the 
high rateof Vſury doth inrich onely the Ylurer, 
and impoueriſh the Kingdome , as hath beene 
ſhewed; and it is the plenty of money within the 
Land that maketh money eafie to bee borrowed, 
as wee ſee by the examples of other Countries, 
where money is cafter to bee borrowed then it ts 
with vs, and yet the rate is tollerated for Ve is 
little more then halte ſo much. Ir is the high rate 
of Vſethatvndoeth ſo many ofthe Gentry of the 
Land, which makeththe number of borrowers {6 
great, and thenumber of borrowers mult of n2- 
ceflity make mony the harder to bee borrowed , 
whereas if Vſe for motigy were at alower rate, 
Landashath been ſhowed,would be much quic- 
ker to beeſould , and at deerer rates, and {5 rhe 
Nobility and Gentry would ſoone be out of debt, 
and conſequently the fewer borrowers, and foto 
Trades-men and Marchints money cafe t© bee 
had. 
Further , let vs conſider if money were called 
downe,what Vſurers would do with their lags : 
they 
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they would notT ſuppoſe long be ſullen,& keepe 
it a dead ſtocke by them , for that were not fo 
much as the ſafeſt way of keeping it : they muſt 
then eyrher imploy itintrade, purchaſelind, or 
lend tor Vſe at ſuch rate as the Law will tole- 
rate, 1f it quickentrade, that is the thing to bee 
deſired , forthat will inrich the Kingdome, and 
{o make mony plentifull. And yetneed not any 
borrower feare that money will ſo bee imployed 
in trade, as that there will not be ſufficient of mo- 
ney to purchaſe Land, whcre the purchaſer may 
haueas much , orneere{o much rent by the pur- 
chaſe of Land, as he can by putting his money to 
Vſe: Foragreatnumber of Gentlemen and other 
m the Countrie, know not how to imploy any 
ſtocke in Trade , but with great vncertainty, and 
teſſedatisfation to themſelues, then the letting 
of their meney at a lower rate, or purchaſing 
Land at twenty yeeres purchaſe or vpwards. No 
doubt forthepreſent there would bee great buy- 
ing and {ſelling of Land, till men had cleered 
themſelues, and payed their debts: But in ſhorr 
time Land, as it is ſhewed before, would ſell 
at{o dearea rate, as money lerata lower rate of 
Vie, would bring inproportion as greata rate a- 
boue the rentthat would bee made then by the 
purchaſe of Land, as the rate of money now is a- 
bouethe rent of Land, purchaſed at fourteene or 
liftecne yeeres purchaſe, andſo by conſequence 
money 
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money would then as eaſily bee borrowed as it is * thi 
now, and ſo mucheaſier, as it wouldbee more ne 
plentifull, and fewer borrowers. ;

11dered it, but to any that will bur caſt it vp it ſor 
is plainely manzeſt , that a hundrcd pounds ma- fey 
naged at terine in the hundred, in ſeventy yceres tin 
multiplies it ſelfero a hundred thouſand pounds, anc 
So if there ſhould bee an hundred thouſand Wit 
pounds of fortciners money now managed neere 
at tenne inthe hundred, ( and that doth feeme no dot 
great matter) that an hundred thouſand pound in and 
threeſcoreand ten|yeeres , whichis but the ſage aga 
ef a man, would carry out ten millions, which 1 tO 
belecue is more then all the coyne at this preſent we! 
inthe Land. I know we cannot conceiue how any ; mo 
ſuchſumme ſhould be managedat intereſt, yet { Lar 
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this is ſufficient to make vs little to1oy in Forret- 
ners money. 

Beſtdes, wee muſt not conceive that the 
money of Forreiners, which is hcre managed 
at Vſury, is brought in to the Land in ready 
coine or Bullion : the courſe is, that Marchants 
{end ouer Bils of exchange to their FaQtors , x 
for which they recciue our money here; and 45 
this is the money they mannage at intereſt , A 
and fo they cate vs out with our owne mo- 
nics. The old compariſon, which compares 
Vſury to the Butlers Boxe, deſcrues to be re- 
membred. Whuleſt men are at play , they 
feete not what they giue to the Boxe, butat 
the end of Chriſtmas it makes all or neereall 
Gameſters looſers: and I feare the compari- 
ſon holds thus much farther, that there is as 
few eſcape, that continue in Vlury, as that con- 
tinue Gameſters,a man may play once or twice 
and leauea winner, out the Yle of it is ſeldome 3-11 
without ruine, | {13 

Now becauſe I know mens priate intereſts 2 
doth many times blinde their indgements , 
and leaſt any may be tempted for their owne, 
againſt the publique good; I will deſire them 
to remember, that if they haue Lands as 
well as money, that what they looſe in their 
money they {hall get it in their Land; for ..

Land is cheape, and where money is cheape, 
Land is deere. | 

And if there be any yet ſo harty a well- 
wiſher to tenne in the hundred, as that hee 
ſtill thinke-it fit to be continued, my wiſh 
is, that hee and his poſteritie may haue the 
priuiledge to borrow, but not to lend at that 
rate. 

In the beginning of this Treatife, I did 
diſclaime the proofes of the vnlawfulneſſe of 
Vſury , leauing them to Diuines, this one 
onely ( riſing from the premiſes) which may 
ſerue for all, I thinke fit to ſet downe. Tt is 
agreed by all the Diuines that euer were, 
witho:t exception of any, yea and by the V- 
ſurers themſclues, that biting Vſury is vnlaw- 
full : Now ſince it hath beene prooued that 
renne in the hundrcd doth bite the Landed 
men, doth bite the Poore, doth bite Trade, 
doth bite rhe King inhis C:iſtomes, doth bitc 
the Fruites of the Land, and moſt of all, the 
Land it ſelfe; doth bite all worke of Pietic, 
of Vertue, and glory to the State; no man can 
deny but ten in the hundred is abſolutelyvnlaw- 
full, howſoeucr happily a lefler rate may be 
otherwiſe,
